'' Turning back the pages of 40 
years in Sierra Madre, S. R. Nor¬ 
ris, the city’s oldest merchant, 
told interestingly yesterday of 
the development of business here 

of the first little backroom 
.store, and the growth from a 
mail carrier’s wagon to its pres¬ 
ent stage. Mr. Norris has view¬ 
ed the various chapters of the 
city’s progre.ss from his stand at. 
Lima and Central avenue, where 
ho is .still located. , 

"1 came from T*»fonto, Canada, 
in 1881,” .said Mr. Norris, in his 
lionie on Central avenue, "and 
like many others I came for my 
health. 1 regained niy health 
here in the Sierra Madre liili.s, 
al.so like many others, and con¬ 
sidered myself fortunate in hav¬ 
ing found this place. 

"When I arrived in California 
1 stayed in Los Angeles for six 
months. There were about 20,000 
people there then and it was a 
rar diilerent place from what it 
is now. Aly visit to Sierra Madre 
in ’84 was more or less an acei- 
dent. I had heard that there was 
good trout fishing in the Santa 
Anita and with a friend came up 
to look into that. We had to go 
to San Gabriel and ride over hen 
in a wagon. 

”\Ve were enthusiastic about 
die .surroundings here. VVe spent 
the first niglit camping out be¬ 
fore going on to tlie canyon. On 
our fir.st vi.sit w'c noti*d the dif¬ 
ference hetween the air up here 
and down in tiie v.alley and if 
seemed to me this was the finest 
-pot '111 Calil’orniu. So 1 decided 
to locate here. No, we didii’i 
get any fish. 

Idfvoul of Rancht'.s 

"At that lime Itie site of the 
pre.senl city was a layout ol 
small lanclies, fn-rn fitvc to forty 
acres. Tliere were no stores here 
at all. All tiie trading was done 
in San Gabriel, Pasadena or Lo 
Angeles. Some .streets, or rathei 
trails, had been laid out. Cen¬ 
tral avenue, Live Oak Grand 
View and Sierra Madre, on the 
We.st. 

“The lirst business established 
here was a store by W. H. Fiobin- 
-ion. He carried llie mail from 
.-ian Gabriel and had been receiv¬ 
ing .so many rcque.sts from peo¬ 
ple here to bring them this or 
that from San Gabriel that he 
decided tii venture a .-•mall .ston 
He opened it In a room in his 
house on Baldwin, just north of 
Kerstiiig Place. Afterwards he 
moved into what was called the 
Town Hall, now occupied tiy 
Solury and Davies. 

"Walter Andrews, now of An¬ 
drews and Hawks, w-lth hi.'- 
brother, Ollie, opened a -store 
down here at Lima street on 
(-'eiitral avenue, and in 1887 f 
bought them out. There was 
.some activity anti C. M. Claik. 
who had a hardware business 
near Baldwin, opened a branch 
here. 

Bourn Came in 1886 

"Sierra Madre had had a slow 
but sure growlh up to 188tJ. It 
was Just a sort of contented com¬ 
munity of orange groves and 
vineyards. Then the boom started. 
It was not a local affair. That 
boom swept the whole country, 
and even Canada. It proved a 
tragedy for a great many in 
Sierra Madre. 

"When it started you could buy 
an acre of desirable ground here 
for 150 dollars. Biu during that 
boom .;ome lots went to 1,500 
drftlars, just' one-fifth of an acre,

"Private—No Trespassing." 

Going in the gateway at the head of Baldwin avenue that is only 
a sign to the stranger. Coming out. It is an emblazoned symbol of 
all that lies within. Webster himself could not have devised more 
fitting words. The little wooden sign is on the winding path that 
leads to the home of a woman—a woman, who, in her privacy 
without trespassing, encompasses and typifies every chapter in the 
rugged history of California, all the way from the covered wagon 
days down through the Aladdin-like transition of Sierra Madre into 
the garden spot of the South. 

On a knob at the top of the hill is'‘The LAttle Gray Home iw the 
West ,"— the home of Mrs. N. C. Carter, widow of N. C. Carter, whose 
vision made Sierra •Madre — the man who bought the site of the 
present city from "Lucky” Baldwin back in 1881. 

Mrs. Carter is eighty-four years old. She lives alone in the big 
house she and her husband built In 1882—a house with spacious 
rooms, high ceilings- -a house permeated 'with the atmosphere of an 
age sterling, stable, depend?ible, in striking contrast to the modern 
trend. Electricity has no place in it. There is no radio. On chilly 
nights Mrs. Carter sits by her wood-burning stove—the same one she 
and her husband placed in the "sitting room” nearly fifty years ago 
—she sits in the same rocker that has come down tbe years with 
her. And she achieves contentment in comteraplatlon of a life well 
spent. 

Not Old Until Eighty 

"I am not as active as I used to be,” she told the writer. “I didn’t 
feel I was getting old until I was eighty; now I am eighty-four.” 

Sixty years away from New England, her birthplace, she still talks 
with a Coolidge drawl. 

"Oh, I don’t know any r’s,” she said. 

Mrs. Carter carries her years remarkably well. She might clip 
quite a few years off, as is the way of women, without suspicion 
of the passers-by. Her dress is of the past—black, high-necked,, un¬ 
colorful except for the light of her personality. 

“Yes,” she said, "Sierra Madre has passed through many stages 
since we came here.” She looked out of the window to the .“outh, over 
the wide sweep of the San Gabriel "Valley, and its polka-dotted 
lights marking the cities that have sprung up since she first glimpsed 
the vista. 

"It is not the same, even in daytime,” she said. “Why, I remem¬ 
ber when we could see the Pacific every day. It was like a silver 
ribbon away off there. But the cities have brought smoke to screen 
it and we don’t see it often now.” 

Mrs. Carter sat in the living room of her home and turned back 
the pages of her history. Her son, Arthur Carter, who lives on 
Alegrla street, ’Sierra Madre, helped with the story. He was twelve 
years old when the family arrived here. 

"We came from Lowell, Massachusetts,” .she began. "My husband 
was 111 and he was adivised to come West. They called it consump¬ 
tion in those days. He weighed 134 pounds when he came here, 
and when he got well and weighed two hundred pounds he was so 
well pleased he went back East to show them. He talked so much 
about the climate that many families from New England came here.” 

“Father ran the first excursion west on the Santa Fe,” said Arthur. 

"When we arrived in California we stopped in the Northern part of 
the state, at Danville,” continued Mrs. Carter. 

"I was four years old the day we crossed the Nevada line into 
the State,” said Arthur. 

First Came Here to Fish 

"Yes, he was the baby,” picked up his mother. "The first 
time Mr. Carter came down here into this part of the State was in 
1871. He came down to the San Gabriel river to fish with a Mr. 
Fowier and Mr. Moseby. Mr. Moseby was the superlntedent of the 
Elgin Watch Works. Mr. Carter liked the country and we decided 
to come South. We left Danville in 1872 in a wagon, and made 
about thirty miles a day; Just took our time. There were trading 
stations rn the way and we would aim to make one each day. No, 
we didn’t have any particular adventure. 

“When we arrived at the present site of Pasadena there were only 
two Mexican adobe houses there, one near the Southern Pacific and 
the other on Monk Hill in the Northern part, so you can understand 
how amazed I was when I learned the city’s population under the 

new census. . „ 

“We camped for the night at what is now the comer of California

They are served frequently on 
special occasions at the 
Woman’s Club. Many readers 
of THE NEWS have requested 
that Mrs. Walker’s recipe be 
published and it is offered 
Cut up 1 cfficken to boil; 
herewith: 

add 1 onion, 1 clove of garlic, 
3 or 4 stalks of celery, salt 
and pepper to taste. Cover 
with water and cook tender. 
Cool, remove meat from bones 
and cut in small cubes. Dip 
part of fat from top of stock 
for pie crust. Thicken stock 
with flour. Crust. To 1 cup 
flour add 2 level teaspoonsful 
baking powder, 1-4 teaspoon¬ 
ful salt, 2 teaspoonful chicken 
fat and enough milk to make 
soft dough. Balls. Grind skin 
and giblets, add 1 egg and 
enough cracker crumbs to 
form into balls. Line indivi¬ 
dual pans with crust and fill 
with chicken, a bit of carrots, 
peas. Cover with thickened 
stock, placing a gibiet ball in 
center at top. Cover with top 
crust and bake. 

It requires a cup of milk 
to complete Mrs. Alfred Lea- 
therdale's recipe for Lemon 
Pudding published in thq last 
issue of THE NEWS. Through 
an error the milk was omitted. 
Here are the correct directions 
for this favorite dish: 

Mix the following dry in¬ 
gredients in a bowl: 1 scant 
cup of sugar, 1-3 cup flour, 
sitied, Grated rind of 1 lemon. 
Mix all together. 

In a separate bowl beat two 
egg yolks and add to them the 
juice of one lemon and one cup 
milk. Stir into first mixture 
£md add melted butter gener- 
oasly, then fold in stiffly beaten 
egg whites. Pour into small pan 
and place this pan in another of 
boiling water. Bake in moder¬ 
ate oven for half an hour. The 
pudding settles to the bottom 
and the cake on top. Can be

If it Is clear. I have a hundred and five acres here. Most of It is 
in the motmtains, and you can’t get lone.;ome with all that.” 

There is a canyon a quarter miie deep in back of the Carter home, 
and although most of the vast estate is in the hills there are 
plenty of levels for future home sites. 

“The hills up here heve not had their rightful development,” said 
Mrs. Carter, "because of the lack of v/ater supply, but the city Is 
taking care of th.nt now, and some day there will be plenty of 
homes up here, higher than our own.” 


Canyon Park Notes 


“Over there,’ said Mrs. Carter, “to the East you can see Monrovia 
with all its lights. Mr. Carter sold that town site to the founders. 
He acted as' agent for Mr. Baldwin.” 

“When did the boom come?” 

“In 1886. That was when the new streets were laid out. Everyone 
was excited and they didn’t get together much as you find here 
now, for some of the streets don’t jibe. After that first boom things 
.settled down and the growth was slow but sure. People came here 
and built fine homes. And speaking of something more recent, I 
suppose you have seen that box-like structure on the hill east of 
here. I don’t see why that man. with all his money, didn’t hire an 
architect to tell him how to build something that would blend into 

the scenery instead of-oh, well-” and Mrs. Carter folded her 

hands. 

“Dr. Norman Bridge, of Chicago, boarded with me when he first 
came here,” said Mrs. Carter. “Mr. Carter thought he was the sort 
of man who would be a credit to Sierra Madre and to encourage 
him to stay her* he gave him an acre of ground on Auburn avenue. 
Dr. Bridge built the house now known as the Mira Monte hotel.” 

Gave Two Acres for School 

“My father also gave two acres for the new school on what is now 
known.^s Kersting Place,” said Arthur, “the ground on which Chloe 
Jones pranted the old pepper trees.” 

Mrs. Carter ha.s been the ofiicial government weather agent in 
Sierra Madre for forty years, and keeps the rainfall record now, 
despite the fact that Col. Hersey, who is a nearby neighbor, has a 
complete U. S. 'Weather Bureau station here and records the data 
early every morning to take in to the Los Angeles district bead- 
quarters. 

“I send in my rainfall report every month,” said Mrs. Carter, 
“and they have complimented me for being prompt. Before Col. 
Hersey came I u.sed to send in the temperature and wind record too.” 

Mrs. Carter uses the old reliable tin rainfall guage she has had 
in .service for two score years. 

"Xq the nineties when 1 was helping on Mount Wilson,” said 
Arthur, “we got some modern equipment from Harvard, including 
a rain guage. 1 set it out for mother over on the hill, away from 
the trees.” * 

“And somebody came along and stole it,” added his mother. 

No Time To Be Lonesome 

“Do you ever gel lonesome up here ail alone?” the writer asked. 

“No, I don’t,” she said. “I haven’t time to get lonesome. There is 
the garden to look after. 1 have a man do the heavy work, and a 
woman do the house work, such as there is. Not much now, with 
all the children away.” 

“But at night?” 

“Oh,” said Mrs. Carter, “I have company at night.” 

The way she said “company” gave the impression that she could 
be sure-fire in the dark of night, or on the frontier of trouble of 
any caliber, and whatever the ‘ company” might be it would prove 
adequate in any emergency. 

“You can’t get lonesome here in the daytime,” she said. “Why, I 
saw four deer in my yard today and three yesterday, and I can go 
around the front and see Los Angeles, and the Pacific Ocean, too. 


and Marengo,” said Arthur. “My father often pointed out the spot 
later. There was a big oak tree on the spot then.” 

^ “Mr Carter had a friend who had a son in the district,” said Mrs. 
Carter, “and through him we located in San Gabriel, or the part 
that is San Marino now. Mr. Carter bought seventeen acres and a 
real old Spanish adobe house. It was just below where the Hotel 
Huntington is now. 

“The fir.st acreage Mr. Carter obtained in Sierra Madre was ten 
acres of the old Richardson place. He held a mortgage and was 
forced to foreclose and .so he got the ten acres. The Richardson 
homestead was where the Cypress Court is now. The old house is 
still a part of the court.” 

“You know Mrs. Richard.son was a very hardy woman,” said Mrs. 
Carter, in a lone that indicated a fear that she might be dropping 
a bit of neighborhood gossip. “She used to cart wood and honey 
in an old wagon to Pasadena.” 

“How did Mr. Carter acquire the rest of Sierra Madre?” 

"He bought eight hundred acres from ’Lucky’ Baldwin. Then he 
bought the McComber place. McComber was a homesteader and his 
land was right here. Then, of course, Mr. Carter bought all of the 
Richardson land. The McComber land had government protected 
water rights. Mr. Carter entered into an agreement with Baldwin 
for half the rights ffcm Little Santa Anita Canyon.” 

Paid Fifty Dollars An Acre 

“What did he pay for the land?” 

“My father paid about fifty dollars an acre,” said Arthur. 

“Yes, that is right,” said hi.s mother. “When he .sold part of it 
he got sixty dollars an acre.” 

“What was the condition of the laud then?” 

“I’ll show you,” said Mrs. Carter, and .she produced a picture of 
the house, taken in 1882. 

The next chapter ought to be told by Col. H. B. Hersey, the 
United States weather expert in charge of the Southern California 
district. Before he moved to Sierra Madre Col. Hersey knew that 
the weather reports from this city were sent to Los Angeles by “a 
certain Mrs. Carter.” 

Col. Hersey made inquiry and was surprised to learn that the 
weather agent was “the Mrs. Carter.” In company with Mrs. Hersey 
he drove up the hill to the Carter home to interview her one day. 
He was thrilled by the surroundings. He Imd purchased a lot on 
Scenic Point and believed he had chosen the prize spot in all the city. 

“Well, Mrs. Carter,” he exclaimed, “when you decided to build 
here you certainly picked a wonderful spot in the midst of these 
great pines.” 

“One moment, please,” Mrs. Carter .said, and she brought out the 
forty-eight-year-old picture. “Here,” she chuckled, "is the house and 
the surroundings when we came here.” 

The picture shows the house, just as it is today, but set in a 
barren, sage-strewn waste, no trees at all. 

“You s'ee,” she said. “We planted all the trees here and we 
brought the water to keep them alive and make them grow'.” 

Col Hersey’s silence for a moment was very eloquent. 

“We arrived here in the spring,” said Mrs. Carter, continuing her 
story to the writer. “We lived in an old shack McComber had on 
the place while the house was being built.” 

“I remember it well,” -said Arthur, “It was mostly just one large 
room.” 

Have Private Water Supply 

“The first thing Mr. Carter did," Mrs. Carter resumed, ‘was to 
provide water. They brought it from a deep well and a tunnel in 
the canyon. That w'ater served the acreage below us, but w'e were 
too high here and Mr, Carter built hi.s own re.seryoir and brought 
us a private water supply. We are still using it.” 

“The water, of course, assured the future of this .section," s'aid 
Arthur. “My father decided to bring people here to cultivate the 
land. He subdivided it into forty-acre plots, with Baldwin avenue as 
the dividing line. Some of the plots were only twenty-eight acres. 
People began to come in here then, and my father made frequent 
trips East to bring others out.” 

w'as g{jod to see them come in, ’ said Mi's. Carter. Why, 
ve came here there was only the Richardson house, the Lear- 
mestead on part of the Hastings ranch, and the Smith family 
canyon.

What To Plant — What To Do 


By Jessie Ward 

Landscape Gardener 


In the gardens about town 
I see— 

A Banana plant in Col. and 
Mrs. H. B. Heraey’.s garden which 
i.s producing banana.s almost as 
large \ as those you buy in the 
markets. They measure six 
inches long and six inches in cir¬ 
cumference. Col. Hersey has sev¬ 
eral other varieties of bananas 
growing on his grounds which 
have not produced as yet. He 
also has nearly every odd and 
■choise fruit that has been known 
to grow in California. 

Several wonderful specimens of 
Krythrina Crista Galli or Coral 
Tree growing on tlie spacious 
grounds of fir. and Mrs. William 
Jarvis Barlow. These trees are 
well worth going a long ways 
to see. The gorgeous, long pin- 
nicies of deep crimson, large pea¬ 
shaped flowers cover the tree for 
eight months of the year. 

Dr. Barlow had the first Coral 
tree grown in Sierra Madre. The 
original tree is still growing and 
is on the west side of his estate. 
It is an immense tree now.

AVOCADO aVLTVRB 

I can talk about Avo- 
Vra cados I arn happy, for 
this is my hobby. If you 
faS taSI could visit my Avocado 
Grove at La Habra Heights, you 
would know that it is even more 
than that, as I expect to reap a 
very good income from it some 
day. 

Here in Sierra Madre, at the 
nursery, we have grown some 
very interesting and prolitable 
trees. We know that Sierra 
Madre la well adapted to their 
culture, and after years of study 
have come to some very decided 
opinions as to the best methods 
to employ to grow good produc¬ 
ing trees. 

We believe that the avocado 
is the easiest and must interest¬ 
ing fruit tree that can be grown, 
but that certain rules must be 
followed in their cuture, which, it 
ignored, will spell failure. So it 
you will follow directions as t 
give them, you just cannot help 
but have succe.ss and a lot ui 
fun too, not to mention an abun¬ 
dance of good and valuable food. 

SOIL— 

Avocados need a rich soil. 
Most of the soil here is perlecllj 
right for them, but parts of Sier¬ 
ra Madre have a rathor sand> 
soil which will need building up 
with barnyard manure. boils 
that "ball” well, that is, soil tliat 
wUl hold together in a ball or 
cake when a plant is dug, seems 
to be about perfect for growing 
avocados. Soil that will not hoiu 
together w'hen a plant is 
"balled” from it is a nttle sandy 
for avocados and should be im 
proved with fertilizers rich in 
humus, . such as the barnyaru 
manures. This helps to retain 
the moisture too, which is so es¬ 
sential in avocado gruv/ing.
